Charles Becker, 


the New York police lieutenant re- 
sponsible for the crimes they perpe- 
trated, the story told by Lawrence 
3. Spohr, a New York convict await- 
ing a second 
trial on a murder 


Charge, will be interesting. Snohr is 
changed with the murder of bis 
Mweetheart at White Plains and was 
once condemned to be electrocuted. 
When granted a new trial he 
was 


Bent back from the death house to 
the jail at White Plains. 
While in 
the death house, he was in a cell 
A&Jotfcrhe that of the convicted police 
lieutenant and became very friendly 
with htm. 


From Spphr's account of Becker, 
these things may be said: 


Becker is in a hopeful frame of 


mind. He expects that he will get a 
new trial and will be acquitted. 


Becker IS the most religious man 


in the place. 
Every night he reads 


from his Bible a chapter or two and 
leads in ttte singing of two or three 
hymns- in which all the others join. 
But also h« sings popular songs. 


Becker is physically the best man 


of the lot. He exercises by himself 
every morning as soon as he awak- 
ewjUrd tateg the full benefit of the 
time fhat He is granted in the open 
air. 


Becker, at the same time, does 


not bold himself aloof. He talks not 
only to the death house prisoners 
who were in the dread quadrangle 
before him, but also to tne gunmen 
—his own alleged hirelings — who 
came there after he had become an 
inmate. 


Becker does not talk about his 
case, but spends his time studying 
up the legal points of it, and. espe- 
cially in the last few days, reads the 
brief upon which 
Corporal 
Spohr 


•was granted a new trial. 
Becker takes the greatest joy in 
the visits of his wife — whom" he 
idolizes — and his fellow prisoners 
join him in this sentiment. 
At the same time, according to 
Snohr, neither Becker nor any other 
prfsbner in the death house regards 
it as the terrible, unes^apable thing 
that writers of fiction would make it 
seern. There is at at least 70 per 
ceftt hope as against 30 per cent de- 
spair. Indeed, Spohr's viewpoint is 
rather new to the public. 


The former 
corporal and 
army 


musician was sitting in the consnl- 
tAtion room of the 
jail at 
White 
Plains yesterday when a World re- 
porter talked to him. He was more 
interested, apparently, in talking of 
death house proceedings than he was 
in his own case. 
"Some of us, you see. get into the 


nation once in a while that 
we'd 
jnst as soon go through what 
you 
writers call the little Green 
Poor 


as stick around in the condemned 
rells. I wouldn't have cared much— 
and I've seen other fellows who have 
ictnally begged to be put out of the 
way." 


Spohr, after a moment of *iience. 
talked about the case of Becker. In- 
cidentally he shattered a few popu- 
lar beliefs about the death 
house 
Jte said he and his fellow inmate? 
there had known all about the Beck- 
er case. They had read it in 
the 
daily papers 


".But isn't all th» news pertaining- 


to crime cut out?" he n-as asked. 
"Only the new<; as to uprisings in 
prisons and the conduct of prisons. 
so far as I know." he said. "At lea=' 
I know that we all heard about Beck- 
er's arrest, and before that we were 
familiar with the killing of Herman 
Rosenthal and what led up to it 
"Here's a curious thing." Spohr 
went on. "We all knew abou? 
the 


trial of Becker and how it was pro- 
ceeding, and we used to debate how 
if would come out. There was 
an 


Italian fellow named Beeori'fn 
the 


death honse, and he would always 
say" 'Well, I'll never speak a word to 
that fellow if he comes in here. T'll 
never talk to a cop.' Yet it was Be- 
gori who spoke the first word 
to 
Becker. 
You can't tell. That's a 


mighty strange companionship 
up 


there." 
Spohr spoke as a man 
detached 


from his former companions, with all 
tile affection in the world for them, 
hat as though he never expected to 
B«f them again. 
j

fiugnance of a convict for a cop," he 


skid. Spohr, by the way, is an edu- 
c-ated, well-spoken man.

ward, he consented. 


"The rest of us were all more of 
less in favor of Becker because 
of 


the calibre of the men that testi- 
fied against him. We got the daily 
papers. 
We were just as well 
in- 


formed as an> one outside Sing Sing. 
We sized up Jack 
Rose. 
Bridgie 


Weber, Sam Schepps and Harry Yal- 
lon for just exactly what they were 
—informers. 


"Well, of course we learned 
of 


his guilt and we used to talk over 
his position every day. 
Here 
was 


one of the most powerful cops New 
York ever knew coming to be 
one 


of us. 
Some of the boys thought 


that we shouldn't have anything to 
do with him; but the majority were 
of the opinion that we ought 
to 


treat him just like we'd want to be 
treated. 
We were all eager to see 


what kind of a man he was. 


"When he came up. most of 
the 


condemned cells men didn't see him 
I could, because of the peculiar po- 
sition of my cell 
it's the rule of the 


place that when a new man comes In 
the black curtains are lowered 
in 


front of the cells, but I could see 
through a crack of mine and I saw 
Becker come in. 
He was placed in 


the cell next to me. 


"When a new man comes in, he 


usually doesn't say anything for a 
day or two. 
I've seen a good many 


of them that way. And the others 
don't a.-./ tr'-ch, either. They're kind 
of decent that way. So it was with 
Becker. 
When the curtains 
were 


raised he was in his cell, next 
to 


mine, and whatever talking the rest 
of the boys did was in a low voice. 
He didn't say anything. 


The man who escaped the 
death 


penalty told about the arrival of the 
four gunmen at Sing Sing, how they 
became acquainted with Becker and 
what the subsequent relations were 
between the convicted planner of the 
Rosenthal murder and 
those 
who 


were found guilty of having carried 
it out. 


"We talked over the case of 
the 


gunmen pretty freely.'1 said Spohr. 
"even though Charley was in 
the 


same building with us and 
could 


hear us. I want to say for him that 
he never uttered a word during all 
the time that they were on trial, 
though both he and I were reading 
the World and the Albany Argus, 
containing full reports every day. 


"But the other men in the con- 


demned cells didn't hesitate to ex- 
press their opinions.

That was the breaking of 
the ice between Charley Becker and 
the gunmen.

Charles H. Xoxon of Xew Rocbelle, 
used to get me a new trial. 
He is 


studving that. too. 


"With his books, his leadership of 


the condemned cells, his hymns and 
bis Bible reading, and. above 
all. 


his belief that he cannot be sent to 
his death on the testimony of such 
witnesses as condemned him, .he is 
very confident," said Spohr. "Then, 
too, he has the cheering presence of 
his wife and 
his 
brother, John 


Becker, at every opportunity 
they 


can seize to see him " 


"Summing it up, I would say that 


he is a hopeful man and by 
no 


means despondent. 


•'As to the gunmen' I didn't get 


to know them so well 
They seem, 


anyhow, to be younger and more ir- 
responsible, and I don't ttiink they 
realize just what is in front of them. 
Wait till they see a dozen or more 
companions go out through the little 
Green Door to the electric chair and 
hear them say. "Well, good by, boys.' 
Then they will know. 


"The gunmen and Becker are not 


intimate- 
They have not 
talked 


over their eaam—beyond 
a 
little1 


mutual cuasing of Jack Rose, Sam 
Scheppi and the reat of the inform- 
ers—but they are all in the aame 
boat and they can't help but be 
friendly. 
They are all in excellent 


health and spirits." 


"I don't know whether Becker has 


turned to religion 
or 
not," 
said 


Spohr, "but certainly he has 
long 


and frequent 
talks 
with 
Father 


Cashiu, the Catholic chaplain of the 
prison and with 
Miss Fields, 
the 


missionary worker, 
who lives in 


Peekskill. The two can come right 
up to the bars of the cell — nearer 
than his wife may approach — and 
they see him a couple of times 
a 


week. They talk to him by the hour. 


"I don't know much about Char- 


ley's case, except what 1 have heard 
from him and read in the papers," 
continued the White Plains prison- 
er, "but I certainly wi«h him 
the 


best of luck."
